pirit in the Author therof,that thounew | 
Marvaileſt at in others of our time. Hee | 
ſharpely,cacacily, and wierily rebuketh 
tne ſinnes of all forts of men, and ſpeaketh 
as one having authoritie, and not as the 
Scribes & Phariſes, which withtheir lea- 
den and blunt dart, could never touch the 
quicke, though they have occupied and 
worne the Pulpets for many yeeres. The 
word of God is lively & mighty in opera- 


tion, and fharper then any rwo-cdged 
Ford, & cutteth even unto the deviſion 
of the ſoule, and of the fpirit, and of the 
zoyntures and marrow, &c. Wherefore 
eſtſoone Jexhort thee, to reade this little 
Treatiſe diligently, and not onely to reve- 
rence the authoritie and lively ſpirit, and 
word of God therein: hut alſo to learne 
both to acknowledoe, & moreover to a- 
mend the W HE dneſſe of thy life, which:

Foz 
kind maketh no difference between poꝛe 
and rich, neither in comming hither, no2

thalt burne her. Foz ſtrong is God that 
will avenge him on her. The Wings of 
the earth that have done lecherp with 
her, and have lived in her delights,when 
they ſhall ſe the ſmoake of her burning.

ling, yea, cxxing, alas, alas, that great C1- 
ty, that was cloathed with bille, purple, 
and bꝛaſell. and over⸗gilt with gold and 
pꝛecious Stones, and Pearle, foꝛ in one 
houre all theſe great riches ſhall bee de⸗ 
ſtro ged.

Meere thould be acked, how thou halt 
governedthy UWife,thy Childzen x Ser- 
uants e Maſt thou b2ought them up at⸗ 
fer the Lawes of God, and continued 
them therein as much as lpeth in thy pe- 
wer? But if thou haft bꝛought them up 
after another wap, oꝛ ſufferd them to 
goe at their owne will, thinke not but 
thou muſt give account thereol, when it 
ſhall be ſaid: Oive account of thy Bay- 
liwicke.

This is a kindelp ozder, but ſometime it 
* unkindely, Foz ſome die, that ne-

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ver confider what is ſickeneſle, no2 age. 
as childzen that be ſuddenly flaine, And 
ſome, yea,and the moſt part now adayes 
that die, depart befoꝛe their pure and na- 
tural age of death. Therefoze J ſap, that 
the firſt that called us to this ſpeciall 
iudgement, is ſickeneſſe, that followeth 
all mankinde, ſo that every man hath it. 
And there is a double ſtickneſte, that ſom e 
men have, but not all; pet tho firſt ſicke- 
nelle is double, fo: ſome is within, in the 
midſt of the ſoule, and ſome is without, 
in the feeblenelle of the body, that nee des 
mult bee deſtroped, who in continuance 
of time himſelfe is cauſe of coꝛruption, 
as the Philoſophers ſaith , that there ts 
feebleneſſe in ſickenes. Now may a man 
ſe hereby, that though a man ſhut out of 
his houſe (that is, his heart) al manner ot % 
woꝛldly and fleſhly thoughts, pet fo2 all 
that ever he can do, hee ſhall (cantly ſuf 
fer fo thinke onely on G O D, the ſpace 
of a Pater noſter while, but ſome other 
thought of thinges that 'bee paſſing, en- 
freth into the ſoule and dꝛaweth her from 
the contemplation . But O god God, 
what a ſickeneſte is this heavy burthen 
upon the ſonnes ol Adam ? That on the 
C4 fowle 
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ſowle mucke of the world, we can thinke 
long enough; but on the K oꝛd whom the 
Soule ſhould have molt delectationby, 
we cannot thinke ſo litle a ſpace, but that 
the Cockle will enter among tbe wheat. 
Df this ſickenelſe ſpake Saint Paul, 
when hee ſaid : J ſe another Law in my 
members, rebelling againſt the Lawof 
my ſpirit, and dꝛawing me to the Lab ot 
anne. So that it fareth by us, as if doth 
by a man that would loke ſtedfaſtlp a» 
gainſt the Sun, and cannot endure long 
fo2 any thing, and pet foz no default that 
is in the Sun, fo2 it is moſt cleare in it 
ſelle, and ſo by reaſon ſhould be veff ſerne;

increaſe thy ſoꝛrowes, and the ſicknes of 
thy ſeede, great ſicknes and long abtding. 
And ye ſhall underſtand, that God ſeu- 
deth ſuch ſicknes otherwhile to god men; 
and ſometimes to evill. To god men, 
God doth it fo2 (ws cauſes, and that 3 
ſay of ſickneſſe, would to be underſtood 
ak all manner of tribulation. The firſt 
cauſe „lo that thep ſhould ever know 
that they have no perfection of them- 
ſelves, but of God onely, and fo encreaſe 
meekeneſſe.
